each country without the cruelty, ex- 
pense and unfairness of war.

case was that of the 


Alaska boundary. We bought Alaska 
from Russia for seven million two 
hundred thousand dollars. 
We had 


little idea of the value of it, so in 
order to return a favor for helping 
in the civil war we allowed Russia to 
get a chance at seal hunting' in the 
Bering Sea. 
We did not know how 


much land was ours, the boundary was 
said to follow the mountains, that 
wer<- thirty miles from the winding 
coast. After gold, silver, copper, and 
coal were discovered, both America 
and Canada were thinking about the 
boundaiy lino, and both claimed land 
on either side of it.
